Co-Ops and Free Enterprise 


(By LEWIS MILLIGAN, in the Hanna Herald) © 

In a recent article 1 made the statement that 
“free enterprise can only exist under the capitalist 
system” and Mr George Keen,-of Brantford, Ontario, 
founder of the Ontario Co-operative Union, offers 
me some “enlightenment” on the subject, He says 
that while writing of economic conditions in Britain, 
I seem “never to have heard of the greatest of all 
free enterprises—the British Co-operative. Move- 
ment.” Having lived 35 years in England I could 
hardly be that ighorant. But everything that Mr. 
Keen says about the Co-ops in Britain goes to prove 
my statement. I agree with him when he says 
ithat fhe Co-operative Movement is free enterprise 
and “private enterprises also.” They are both one 
and the same, and they Owe their existance to the 
capitalist system. They could not exist under the 
Socialist system, for under that system they would 
be taken over and nationalized along with all eal 
frée enterprises. That they still exist in Brita 
jis owing to the fact that Britain is still a capita ‘st 

4 ‘country, although operating under the handicap of 
# nominally Socialist government—which has lately 
been appealing to private enterprise and tha com- 
hetitive system to save the country from the econo- 
mic--mess that their Socialist experiments have 
brought about. - 

I.would go further and affirm that the Go- 
operatives are themselves capitalistic, and are as 
much “profit motivated” (Mr. Keen's term) as any 
other private corporation. Mr. Kecn Siys the’ Ca- 
operative “passes on to its members the net savings, 
or profits, of production, wholesaling and retailing, 
if proportion to the extent each has ecntributed 

“there to by his purchases.” In other wordss the 
members receive a dividend according to, their in- 
dividual purchases which are a form of investment. 
These profits or “savings” are an inducement to 
mémbership, and if there were little or no profits 
to divide the membership would fall off accord- 
ingly. The Co-op members with whom I was ac- 
quainted in the Old Country used to.boast of their 
“Mice little dividends.” But, if I remember right, 
some-of them were in the form of coupons with 
which: they could make other purchases. 


Mr. Keen says: “J am afraid that, outside the 
Co-Operative Movement, the days of free ente rprise 
are numbered.” He well may be afraid, for when 
that day comes the Co-operatives themselves will 
cease to be free enterprises and will become what 
the Collectives are in Soviet Russia. When Mr. Keen 
Says that, in his opinion, “we are steadi ily moving 
to an age of ecual quasi-monopoly,” I’ would remind 
him that real monopoly is the objective of the Co- 
operative Movement. He admits as much whén he 
says that “outside the Co-operative Movenrent-the 
days of free enterrrise numbere d, whieh if it 
means anything; means that the Co-ops “Will have a 
complete monopuly of : 
retail business, and everything else, If that. isn’t 
Communism, what is it? It is ‘ce rtainly not free en- 
terprise, The main argument of the early promoters

The government realizes that 
the large amount of unthreshed 
grain in the fields has been con- 
ducive to an increase in the mice 
population, Mr. Wilson said losses 
in some.sections will be extensive 
but he did not believe that coyote 
killing was responsible for the in- 
crease in the mice. : ' 


Caution Advised In 
Wheat Feeding. 


Farmers who will be feeding 
wheat to their stock this winter 
are adyised by the Lethbridge Ex- 
perimental Station to be very care- 
ful in the amount of whgat that 
is fed. 

Frozen and sprouted grains are 
not poisonous when fed to livestock 
but may haye some limitations as 
feed. Wheat is very heavy feed, and 
livestock must be-aceustomed to it 
gradually. 

It is mainly because feeders have 
introduced wheat into the ration 
too quickly, resulting in ‘osses of 
livestock, that the belief has arisen 
that frozen and sprouted wheats 
are poisonous, say officials at the 
station. 

MOULDY FEED 

A warnimg,is also given against 
feeding mouldy and heated grain or 
hay..to, livestock. If it is desired to 
feed hay or. grain. that is slightly 
moulded, it should be fed so that 


the stock can nick cut the, goad* 


and leave the badly moulded parts. 
Stock which is eating mouldy hay 
or feed that has been heated should 
be watched closely. If they start to 
go off.feed, such feeding should be 
discontinucd.

, Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture, | 

The poison has been planted. 
as bait at 21 stations in Cochrane 
Municipal District, with an equal 
number still planned for the area. 
Others are ready for distribution 
in Pincher Creek Municipal Dis- 
trict. . 

Compound 1080, which has the 
chemical name sodium fluoroace- 
tate, can be used only during the 
winter months so that the ground 
in the area will not be affeeted by 
the chemicals. The poison is in-' 
jected into- carcasses of horses, 
placed. at-remote.areas.in the pray. 
ince. There. .is no known, antidote; 
for Compound 1080, Because-of its 
deadliness, only government. ex- 
perts are permitted to set the bait. 
- Warning signs are posted on gates 
Sc. throughout the surounding area 


and baits are, set at least one mile 


from..the nearest. building. Only 
a small amount of the poison is 
needed to kill an animal or human 
being, and the Department of Agri- 
eulture urges persons living in 
areas where the poison is being 
used to be extremely careful. 
Compound 1080 differs from
